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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . The Applicant's arguments regarding Claim 5, 8, 22 are persuasive and the 35 
USC § 102(e) rejection has been withdrawn. 

2. The Applicant's arguments regarding Claim 1 is not persuasive. As 
Michener(U.S. Patent Publication 2005/0010786 A1) claiming priority to 
Provisional Application 60280090, anticipates the two different devices 
generating and storing of keys see Fig. 1 item 12, 10, 30. And also discloses the 
combing of part of information from 12 and part of information from 10 to get key 
see Par. 0068. And further Michener discloses the decrypting of master key see 
Fig. 12b("Key Seed"). And finally, Michener discloses the unique id being used 
as a seed see Fig. 13("Session Seed"). 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Response to Amendment 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. Claim 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent Publication 2005/0010786 A1(with priority under 1 19(e) based on 
Provisional Application No. 60280090) to Michener et al. (hereinafter Michener). 
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5. Regarding Claim 1 , Michener discloses the generating of a key from a another 
key and unique identifier and further discloses the communication means for 
exchanging information between devices and further discloses the combining of 
key and unique identifier(see Par. 0070 Ln 30-39 & Par. 01 18) and storage of 
keys(Fig. 1 item 26). 

6. Regarding Claim 2 and 3, Michener discloses the use of exclusive OR see Par. 
0107 and Par. 0105(the triple DES algorithm involves mainly the XOR operation 
and permuting). 

7. Regarding Claim 4, Michener discloses the message digest function for 
digesting the unique identifier before the operation see Par. 01 18. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 5-24 are allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter: The applicant amendment with regard to 
Claim 5, second master key and token being generated, is patentable over prior 
art. And the applicant's arguments with regard to Claim 8 and 22 are persuasive, 
as to the absence of second master key and security token in the prior art.
